Heavy rainfall in May pushed the Black River stage at Black Rock to more than 8 feet above flood stage. Over bank flooding caused the newly planted
soybean crop to fail and also flooded and destroyed a number of acres of a standing corn crop. As many as 24,000 acres of row crops were flooded, but
not all were planted. Losses of 5,000 acres of soybeans were estimated, along with 1,000 acres of corn. High water also delayed the initial planting of the
remainder of the area. Rice planting was delayed, which can impact final yields. Arkansas Highway 37 near Cord was also flooded for more than a week.

While the stage of the White River did not exceed flood stage at Newport, over bank flooding caused the destruction of thousands of acres of a young
soybean crop. A stage in excess of 12 feet begins to break out into row crops and 16 to 21 feet covers a large area of the flood plain. Stages at Newport
varied from 14 to 23 feet during the month of May. As many as 30,000 acres could have been impacted with crop plantings delayed or young crops
destroyed.
